The purchase represents an in- 
vestment of approximately $84 
million and will enable Eastern to 
provide jet service to many ad- 
ditional communities which cannot 
be effectively served by the larger 
jets now in operation.

tHetic products". The superiority, ' 
he continued, is sufficiently clear- 
cut that it can be the basis of all 
promotion efforts of the commis- 
sion. 

The 150-page report revealed 
that nutritionists, dieticians, phy- 
sicians and others will get behind 
а nutrition program to sell Florida 
citrus. This group of 700,000 will 
be converted into  salesmen for 
citrus, according to Dr. Enloe.
